To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Rural  District  Council  of  MLllom 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  annual  report  on  the  health 
of  the  MLllom  Rural  District  for  the  year  1962. 

Dr.  T.F.M.  Jackson  was  M.O.H.  for  the  district  during  the  year  1962 
until  he  resigned  in  October.  I  myself  did  not  join  the  staff  until 
January,  1963* 

Mr.  J.  Hankoy,  who  had  retired  as  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and 
Surveyor  to  the  Council^in  1961,  died  in  December,  1962.  The  staff  all 
join  xitft  me  in  expressing' deep  sympathy  to  his  relatives  on  this  sad 
occasion.  Mr.  John  Dawson,  who  succeeded  Mr,  Hankoy,  makes  further 
mention  of  this  matter  in  his  report. 

During  the  year  this  department  saw  many  changes  in  its  personnel. 

The  department  has  now  settled  down  well  with  its  new  complement. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  area  are  appended  on  subsequent  pages. 
These  show  a  higher  infant  mortality  rate  than  for  Ragland  and  Males  as 
a  whole,  but  this 'can  bo  explained  on  the  basis  of  small  numbers  producing 
anomalous  results. 

The  infectious  diseases  statistics  show  a  satisfactory  state  of 
affairs  for  the  year.  This  was  only  slightly  marred  by  a  small  epidemic  of 
Sonne  Dysentery  during  the  summer  months.  (11  cases)  The  outbreak  was 
taclcled  vigorously  and  was  soon  brought  to  a  halt. 

Apart  from  the  usual  methods  of  health  education  (schools,  clinics 
etc.)  a  new  avenue  was  explored.  During  the  year  special  clinics  were 
set  up  to  promote  health  education  in  the  field  of  lung  cancer  and 
smoking.  About  six  clinics  were  held  and  it  ms  felt  that  these  sessions 
were  successful  in  reducing  the  smoking  habits  of  the  population.

The  subject  of  fluoridation  cane  under  review  during  the  year. 
Although  in  ny  opinion  fluoridation  is  a  well  worth  while ’project,  there 
is  no  doubt  that  the  whole  natter  is  highly  controversial*  For  this 
reason  a  short  appreciation  of  the  subject  is  included  in  this  report. 
Vide  page  20. 

In  general  the  housing  situation  for  the  year  xvas  satisfactory. 
During  this  period  10  bungalows  and  4  houses  were  built  for  the  Council, 
52  dwellings  were  completed  for  private  enterprise*  Twelve  aged  persons 
were  re-housed  in  Bungalows ' and  24  families,  from  the  general  list,  wore 
re-housed  in  Council  houses.  In  the  forthcoming  year  it  is "hoped  to 
build  a  further  22  bungalows  in  Havcrlgg  and  6  at  The  Green.  During  the 
year  it  became  apparent  that  O.A.P.  accorxiodation  is  becoming  more 
pressing.  For  this  reason  some  consideration  is  now  being  given  to 
Part  II  Accommodation,  which  would  help  to  relieve  this  need. 

The  County  Engineers  were  asked  to. “report  on  sewage  schemes  for 
(1)  Seascale  and  (2)  Drigg  and  Holnrook.  The  preliminary  report  by  the 
County  Engineers  for  the  latter  was  submitted  to  the  Minister  in  1962. 
Unfortunately  a  report  is  not  yet  at  hand  for  the  new  sewage  scheme  at 
Seascale.  Tire  Council  is  strongly  advised  to  press  for  the  completion  of 
those  schemes  as  soon  as  possible. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  lilac  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  interest  in  all 
matters  relating  to  the  health  of  the  district,  to  the  clerical  staff 
and  nursing  personnel  for  their  assistance,  and  to  LIr*  Dawson  and 
Mr,  Newton  and  their  colleagues  for  their  help  and  co-operation.

The  iron  industry  and  iron  ore  mining  and 
other  smaller  local  factories  worked  to  capacity  and  although  the 
position  did  deteriorate  later  in  the  year,  thi3  was  considered  to  be 
for  a  temporary  period  only  owing  to  the  inclement  weather.

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FLUORIDATION  OF  WATER 


In'the  last  twenty  years  this  subject  has  given  rise  to  nuch 
comment,  Various  aspects  of  Fluoridation  have  engendered  more  than 
four  thousand  papers ,  within  this  period.  Not  all  these  comuni  cations 
have  dealt  with  their  subject  in  a  scientific  manner,  and  indeed,  when 
it  cones  to  the  more  controversial  side  of  the  question,  the  amount 
of  hair  splitting  and  emotionally  toned  arguments  used,  is  almost 
beyond  belief. 

It  is  for  this  reason  that  I  do  hot  propose  to  go  into  the  pros 
and  cons  of  this  subject  too  minutely.  It  would  takes  volumes  to  deal 
with  all  the  facets  of  opinion  now  being  bandied  about  in  the  press  and 
els  evil  ere.  It  is  sufficient  for  my  purpose  to  display  the' main  ideas 
connected  ivith  the  subject  in  a  fair  and  dispassionate  way,  so  that  the 
reader  can  at  least  understand  the  reason  for  my  conclusions. 

The  importance  of  Fluoridation  to  us  stems  from  one  thing  -  that  is 
the  relation  which  the  fluoride  content  of  drinking  water  bears  to  the’ 
dental  state  of  children  drinking  it.  During  the  last  17  years  statis¬ 
tics  have  repeatedly  shown  that,  where  there  is  about  1  part  per  million 
fluoride  in  the  drinking  water,  the  dental  condition  of  the  children 
drinking  it  is  remarkably  (as  much  as  6%)  better  than  that  "of  children 
in  a  control  area  having  little  or  no  fluoride  in  the  water.  These 
findings  have  prompted  many  local  authorities  in  the  U.S.A,  and  later 
elsewhere, 'to  add  fluoride  to  the  water  in  its  optimum  concentration 
i,e,  1  p.p.m. 

The  wisdom  of  this  action  has  been  bom  out  over  the  years. 

Statistical  evidence  has  shown  that  artificially  fluoridated  water 
similarly  benefits  the  growth  of  good  teeth*  Much  of  this  evidence  is 
of  course  obtained  from  the  experience  of  the  43  million  people,  or  so, 
in  the  U.S.A,  who  use  artificially  fluoridated  water. 

On  the  other  hand,  other  enquiries  have  been  conducted  which  have 
led  to  anomolous  results.  The  fluoridation  project  has  been  found 
wanting  according  to  some  few  statistical  enquiries,  but  a  critical  study 
of  these  have  shown  that  faulty  comparisons  were  made  the  basis  of  the 
statistical  enquiry,  or 'else  the  true  nature  of  the  effects  of  fluoridation 
have  been  misunderstood. 

Here  it  must  be  noted  that  fluoridatod  water  produces  no ’ significant 
results  unless  it  has  acted  for  at  least  five  years.  Further,  the 
deciduous  teeth  (first  set)  of  children  do  not  benefit  appreciably,  unless 
they  obtained  their  fluoride  during  conception  or  within  the  first  months' 
of  life.  Finally  after  the  age  of  S  -  10  years  no  direct  benefit  accrues. 
Statistics  which  do  not  take  these  factors  into  account  aro  mnthlonn  as 
an  argument  either  for  or  a. gainst, 
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It  follows,  therefore,  that  provided  children' obtain  their 
fluoride  from,  birth  or  before  until  the  aged  of  8  -  10  years,  then  the 
maximum  benefit  accrues*  This  benefit  will  also  obviously  stand  then 
in  good  stead  for  the  rest  of  their  lives, 

'In  this  country,  after  the  war  when  shortages  became  a  tiling  of  the' 
past,  the  full  impact  of  civilisation  was  allowed  to  be  felt  on  our  diet. 
Soft  prepacked  processed  foods  requiring  little  chewing  produced  one 
danger.  Another  was  the  increase  in  carbohydrate  intake  -  especially  in 
the  form  of  refined  flours  (bread  and  cakes)  and  the renomous  quantities 
of  sweets  and  lollipops  being  consumed  by  the  children.  These  sub¬ 
stances  caused  acids  to  fom  readily  in  the  mouth  and  wore  a  potent 
source  of  dental  decay.  In  spite  of  the  full  brunt  of  health  education, 
the  use  of  the  toothbrush  and  cleansing  fruit  after  meals  has  not 
become  sufficiently  popular.  It  is  no  wonder,  therefore,  that  dental 
decay  has  become  a  major  problem  to-day, 

Mr,  Neil,  the  County  Dental  Officer  for  Cumberland,  has 'kindly 
given  me  some  data  obtained  from  a  recent  survey  at  Brampton,  Here 
below  are  the  details  -

This  survey  shows  that  at  Brampton,  no  child  age  7  was  without 
dental  caries,  and  that  28.3/o  of  them  had  10  or  more  Carious  teeth.  This 
is  a  disgusting  state  of  affairs  and  requires  urgent  action.  If  there 
is  any  reasonable  way  to  reduce  this  chronic 'ill  health  and  the  pain 
which  goes  with  it,  surely  we  should,  act  new, 
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It  is  ray  opinion  that  Fluoridation  provides  the  T5est  and  nost 
practical  way  of  attacking  Dental  Caries  En  Masse*  It  certainly  deserves 
a  trial,  and  this  should  be' a  prolonged  one  for  the  reasons  already 
stated.  There  are,  however,  others  who  would  contest  this  view.  In  • 
particular  1  refer  to  a  small  but  highly  vocal  section  of  the  public  - 
The  National  Pure  hater' Association,  This  association  decries  fluoridation 
fir  a  number  of  reasons.  It  claims  that:- 

1.  Fluoride  is  a  poison  when  used  in  the  manner  suggested 

2.  Fluoride  is  of  doubtful  use  in  the  prevention  of  Caries 

3.  Fluoridation  is  a  wasteful  and  expensive  method  and  that 
there  are  reasonable  alternatives  anyway 

A*  Fluoridation  is  an  illegal  practice 

5,  The  fluoridation  of  water  for  the  purpose  in  view  is  in 
many  x-rays  both  morally  and  socially  undesirable. 

To  take  points  one  and  two  first.  The  W.H.O.,  the  5 .M.A.,  the  BJD.A. 
and  both  the ‘  .American  and  British  Public  Health  Organisations  endorse 
the  practice.  To  whom  else  must  we  look  for  guidance  re  the  dangers  to 
health  of  a  practice  or  os  totho  benefits  which  nay  follow  it? 

Fluoridation  in 'so  far  as  it  effects  childrens  teeth  only  is  to 
that  extent  wasteful.  But  it  is  the  only  method  which  could  reasonably 
bo  made  to  work.  Alternatives  requiring  individual  attention  would  fail 
because  of  the  length  of  time  involved  or  because  they  would  in  any  case 
be  less  effective.  After  all  it  is  failure  to  carry  out  individual 
requirements  which  has  brought  us  to  this  present  pass. 

The  legality  of  the  project  has  been  assumed  by  the  Idnistiy  of 
Health,  but  this  can  only  be  tested  in  a  court  of  lax-;.  Wo  must,  therefore, 
await  the  result  of  the  case  now  pending  against  Watford  before  being 
certain  on  this  point. 

Finally  the  last  point  to  be  discussed j  Surely  the  moral  and 
ethical  issues  involved  in  drinking  1  p*p*r.i.  Fluoride  in  your  xravter 
would  not  weigh  too  heavily  against  the  good  to  be  achieved  for  the 
health  and  x;ell  being  of  the  children  all  around  us.  • 

In  conclusion  let  me  say  that  from  all  the  evidence  I  have  read,  it  is 
my  opinion  that  Fluoridation  can  do  much  to  reduce  the  dental  caries  rampant 
in  the  children  of  this  county.  This  achievement  would  cost  up  to  lOd  per 
head,  of  population  per  year.  Of  course  no  one  is  suggesting  that  the 
opponents  of  this  scheme  ho.ve  made  no  valid  points.  But  then,  no  one  is 
suggesting  that  FLuo rid at ion  is  the  perfect  -  the  ideal  solution  to  the 
problem.  It  just  happens  to  be  the  only  means  at  our  disposal  xdth  x-jhich  x;e 
can  tackle  the  problem  of  dontal  Cories  on  a  nation  xd.de  scale.  It  xc>uld 
indeed  be  hard  to  devise  a ’-wortlwhilo  public  hoalth.noasuro  which  did  not 
tread  on  somebody  *8  corns  il  ~QP.—

Chemical  analysis  of  the  vrater  f  rom  the  various  supplies 
throughout  the  d  istrict,  suggest  that  'the  risk  of  plumbo-solvency  is 
negligible.  However  the  Ministry  of  Health  have  approved  a  Byela-r 
prohibiting  the  use  of  pipes  of  lead  or  lead  alio/ for  use  in  water 
services  intended  for  the  conveyance  of  water  for  human  consumption.

All  supplies  are  chlorinated.  'Nhen  contamination  of  a  raw  water 


is  indicated  by  increased  "Chlorine  demand"  the  gathering  grounds  of  that 
particular  source  are  inspected  to  ascertain  the  probable  cause.  Suite 
frequently  contamin&tion  is  caused  by  the  unburied  bodies  of  animals, 
particularly  sheep.  These  carcasses  are  removed  and  buried  elsewhere. 
Tne  area  where  the  carcass  had  lain  is  then  treated  with  lime.  Samples 
of  water  going  into  supply  are  regularly  sent  from  all  supplies  for 
bacteriolgoical  examination  and  mains  are  periodically  flushed. 

I'/hen  a  doubtful  report  is  received  from  a  bacteriological 
examination  of  chlorinated  water,  an  i. mediate  examination  and  tests  are 
made  to  ascertain  the  cause.  Further  samples  are  then  taken  and 
submitted  for  Bacteriological  examination  and  report.

During  1962  Lanthwaite  Filter  Station  functioned  satisfactorily. 

Rainfall  over  the  Baystone  Bank  gathering  grounds  was  more  than 
sufficient  to  maintain  the  reservoir  at  a  reasonable  level  without 
fecourse  to  pumping  from  the  Hole  House  Pumping  Station. 
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Eootle  Supply  Area. 

Fellside  Filter  Station  worked  satisfactorily  during  1962 
and  water  suiplies  were  adequate  throughout  the  area. 

The  4"  &  3"  kVa  ter  main  extending  from  Bootle  Smithy  to  Crosshouse 
was  relayed.  This  resulted  in  a  greatly  improved  supply  to  Bootle 
Village  and  a  substantial  increase  in  pressures,  particularly  at  the 
properties  near  Cross  House,  where  supply  conditions  have  f or  several 
years  left  much  to  be  desired. 

Northern  Supply  Area  QWastwater) 

During  1962  water  supplies  from  this  area  were  consistently 
good  in  quality  and  quantity. 

Northern  .Supply  Area  ( Deyoke  7a ter) 

'Yhile  supplies  to  consumers  f  rom  this  source  were  adequate, 
pressure  was  low  at  peak  periods  of  demand  at  some  of  the  higher 
properties. 

The  chlorine  demand  of  the  raw  water  continues  to  be  high  and 

varied. 


Sant on  Supply  Area, 

Occasionally  complaints  regarding  lack  pf  pressure  and  discolouration 
are  received.  It  is  anticipated  that  with  the  completion  of  the  Gosforth 
Area  Supply  Scheme  and  the  Northern  Parishes  Scheme,  both  of  which  will 
effect  supplies  to  this  area,  pressures  and  quality  will  be  much  improved 

Boot  Supply  Area^ 

Throughout  the  year  water  going  into  supply  was  adequate  in 
quantity  and  generally  good  in  quality.  Raw  water  from  this  source  is 
very  subject  to  contamination  and  has  a  high  chlorine  demand  during  the 
summer  months  when  it  is  difficult  at  times  to  ensure  adequate 
chlorination  without  producing  ’’chlorine  taste."

Progress  in  the  construction  of  the  10  bungalows  and  34  dwelling  houses 
on  the  Devonshire  Road  Site  at  Millom,  was  slower  than  anticipated. 

It  is,  however,  expected  that  the  site  will  be  completed  in  the  first 
half  of  1963. 

As  reported  last  year,  it  would  appear  that  there  is  a  more  urgent 
need  for  accommodation  for  aged  persons,  and  it  has  been  proposed  to  develop 
a  site  at  Sandham  Lane,  Haverigg,  primarily  for  the  erection  of  bungalows. 

Six  bungalows  at  Mill  Park,  The  Green,  for  aged  persons,  are  also  planned. 

A  start  on  these  two  sites  should  follow  on  after  the  completion  of  the 
Devonshire  Road  Site. 

Enquiries  are  also  proceeding  with  regard  to  further  housing  sites  in 
the  Devonshire  Road  area. 

The  provision  of  Part  II  accommodation,  in  conjunction  with  the  Cumberland 
County  Council,  has  been  considered.  However,  at  this  stage  it  seems  unlikely 
that  any  will  be  provided  in  the  immediate  future. 

The  proposal  to  construct  100  houses  at  Seascale,  for  occupation  by 
employees  of  the  United  Atomic  Energy  Authority,  was  abandoned  in  August 
after  discussions  with  representatives  of  the  said  Authority,  it  being 
considered  that  there  was  no  necessity  to  proceed  with  the  proposal  •

.  pvfpnd  and  improve  the  service  in  certain  instances, 
been  found  possible  to  extend  ana  i  ,  r  ,  ,  lection  in  lieu 

Of8*.  and .  certain'isolated  precises  arc  receiving  a  refuse 

collection  service  for  the  first  time. 
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This  improved  service  is  undoubtedly  due,  at  least  in  part,  to  the 
gradual  modernisation  of  the  vehicles,  and  to  improvements  carried  out  to 
tip  access  road.s,  which  in  turn  has  resulted  in  lessening  the  amount  of 
maintenance  required  to  the  vehicles. 

The  new  Dennis  ’'Tip pax1'  Refuse  Collecting  Vehicle  was  delivered  in 
august  1962,  and  the  oldest  refuse  vehicle  has  no w  been  in  commission  since 
1950  and  is  due  to  be  replaced  in  1963. 

During  the  year  a  Dennis  "Faxit"  Demonstation  Vehicle  visited  the 
area  for  three  days.  This  type  of  vehicle  will  suit  the  "urban"  type  parts 
of  the  area  admirably,  particularly  in  view  of  the  increase  in  the  bulk  of  the 
refuse,  and  I  trust  that  the  members  of  the  Council  who  saw  this  vehicle  at 
work  will  bear  it  in  mind  at  the  appropriate  time. 

The  purchase  of  a  Fordson  Major  Tractor  with  accessories,  and  wnich  was 
delivered  in  September  1962,  for  use  "inter  alia"  on  refuse  tips,  has  resulted 
in  a  greatly  improved  standard  of  control  at  the  tips. 

d.  report  on  the  refuse  tips  is  herewith  appended:  —

SEWERAGE  AND  SB  WAGE  DISPOSE. 


Last  year  I  listed  briefly  the  sewerage  systems  and  installations 
within  the  district.  This  is  repeated  with  amendments  where  necessaryj-

Millon  Without.  Sewage  disposal  works  at  Mill  Park  with  discharge  into 

Black  Beck.  Otherwise  no  sewerage  system  provided. 
Majority  of  properties,  however,  have  private  septic 
tanks,  although  there  are  still  a  number  of  premises 
provided  with  earth  closets. 

Work  on  the  provision  of  a  sewer  and  sewage 
disposal  works  at  Waingate  Bridge  was  commenced  by  this 
Department,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  this  work  will 
be  completed  early  in  1963,  when  the  earth  closets  and 
pail  closets  at  present  in  use  can  be  converted  to  the 
water  carriage  system. 


Bootle.  Sewage  Disposal  Works  provided,  which  serves  the  majority 

of  Bootle  Village. 


Kavenglass. 


Sewers  with  three  outfalls  into  Estuaries  of  Mite  and 
Esk  (Tidal).  No  treatment  involved. 


Seascale. 


Sewers  with  outfall  to  sea.  No  treatment  involved. 
Unfortunately,  I  have  to  state  that  the  report  referred  to 
last  year,  which  the  Council  have  requested  the  County 
Engineer  to  prepare,  on  the  question  of  sewerage  at 
Seascale,  is  not  yet  to  hand.  The  Council  have  on  several 
occasions  pressed  for  this  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will 
shortly  be  forthcoming. 


Eskdale  Green.  A  small  sewage  disposal  works  is  provided  for  some  eight 

dwellings,  the  School,  and  the  Church  Hall.  Otherwise 
no  sewers  are  available,  but  the  majority  of  premises  have 
private  septic  tanks.

Drigff  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works  provided  for  some  25  properties 

Holnrook.  belonging  to  the  United  Kindom  Atomic  Energy  authority,

A  preliminary  report  by  the  County  Engineer  on 
the  sewerage  scheme  for  Drigg  &  Holmrook,  was  submitted 
to  the  Minister  in  1961,  and  final  preparation  of  the 
scheme  is  awaited. 


Whi chain.  It  is  proposed  to  construct  a  sewer  and  septic- tank  for 

six  dwelling  houses  at  Whi c ham  Terrace,  work  on  which 
should  commence  early  in  1963.

The  following  works  of  repairs  and  maintenance  were  carried  out  during 
the  year:- 

(1)  Millom  and  Haverigg, 

( a)  Newtown  Outfall  Sewer. 

Last  year  I  reported  on  the  condition  of  the  Newtown  Outfall 
Sewer  and  on  the  fact  that  the  Millom  Hematite  Ore  &  Iron 
Co. Ltd. ,  were  to  carry  out  certain  works  involving  Salthouse 
Pool.  These  works  were  carried  out  in  early  1962,  thus 
enabling  an  inspection  to  be  made  of  some  1000  feet  of 
culvert.  Unfortunately,  this  was  found  to  be  in  a  worse 
state  than  anticipated.  However,  the  work  of  descaling 
and  cleaning-out  this  length  was  carried  out  satisfactorily. 
The  brickwork,  although  sound  for  a  considerable  part  of 
the  culvert  did,  however,  require  attention.  This  is  a 
length  of  sewer  which  must  receive  regular  maintenance. 


( b )  Extension  of  Lonsdale  Road  Sewer, 


This  length  is  a  brick  culvert  in  the  field  beyond 
Lonsdale  Road.  Due  to  loss  of  key  bricks,  15  yards  were 
repaired  with  re-inforced  concrete. 


( c)  Main  Street.  Haverigg. 

Due  to  subsidence  in  the  highway  at  Main  Street,  Haverigg, 
excavations  were  carried  out  to  examine  the  sewer.  This 
was  found  to  be  defective,  by  reason  of  broken  pipes  and 
joints,  which  in  turn  resulted  in  adjoining  ground  being 
washed  away,  thus  undermining  the  sewer  and  manhole. 

28  yards  of  sewer,  at  a  depth  of  9ft.  were  relaid, 
and  one  manhole  re- cons  true  ted. 


( d)  Millom.  0 Generally11. 

Once  again  several  minor  depressions  in  the  highway  we re 
investigated,  and  invariably  found  to  be  due  to  defects 
in  house  drains. 

Repairs  to  several  manholes  have  been  carried  out 
during  the  year,  and  in  two  instances  lampholes  were 
converted  to  manholes. 


(2)  Bootle. 


ji  serious  blockage  of  the  6"  sewer  at  Main  Street,  Loo  tie, 
necessitated  excavations  to  a  depth  of  8ft.  and  as  this 
was  on  a  narrow  part  of  the  Trunk  Road,  work  was  carried 
out  during  the  night,  in  order  to  interfere  as  little  as 
possible  with  through  traffic. 


(3)  Ravenglass. 


Works  of  maintenance  were  necessary  to  two  of  the  outfalls 
at  Rave ngl ass,  and  in  one  instance  earthernware  pipes  were 
replaced  with  cast-iron. 
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(4)  Seascale.  Works  of  repair  were  carried  out  to  the  Seascale  Foreshore 

sewer.  In  due  course  the  concrete  surround  to  this  outfall 
sewer  will  have  to  be  given  attention. 

In  the  meantime,  the  Council  is  awaiting  the  report 
from  the  County  Engineer  on  sewage  disposal  at  Seascale,  and 
at  this  stage  the  future  of  the  outfall  is  not  clear.

villages  of  Drigg  and  Holmrook,  and  it  seems  likely  that  the 
existing  works  at  Drigg  will  be  extended  and  incorporated 
within  the  Scheme.

Septic  Tanks.  During  the  year,  12  septic  tanks  were  installed  to  serve 

individual  private  properties, 

.*11  septic-tanks  on  Council  properly  in  the  rural  area, 
were  emptied  during  the  year. 

The  “appointe  day'1  under  the  Rivers  (Prevention  of 
Pollution)  let  1961,  to  bring  sewage  effluents  under  greater 
control  by  the  River  Boards,  did  not  materialise,  but  no 
doubt  this  will  not  be  long  delayed. 


PUBLIC  CQiWE NIE MCES 


The  Council  maintain  public  conveniences  at  Millom,  Haverigg,  Silecroft 
Foreshore,  and  Seascale  Foreshore.  In  addition  there  are  urinals  at 
Devonshire  Road,  Millom,  opposite  the  Palladium  Cinema,  Millom,  Haverigg  Road, 
Millom,  and  Arch  Hill,  Seascale. 

These  urinals  are  “old  fashioned**  and  if  they  are  to  be  retained  will, 
in  due  course, be  in  need  of  structural  maintenance. 


SWIMMING  POOL. 

Four  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  Swimming  Pool  at  Millom 
School.  The  first  sample  taken  was  “unsatisfactory**,  but  subsequent  samples 
proved  to  be  “satisfactory".

During  the  year  holidays  accounted  for  494  days,  and  375  days  were 
lost  through  sickness,  and  51  days  through  injury. 


I  regret  to  record  that  in  December  1962,  after  a  short  retirement, 
the  death  occurred  suddenly  of  Mr.J.Hanlcey,  who  had  served  this  Council  for 
25  years  as  Surveyor  &  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector.
